to Habana, the Spanish authorities ad- 
mit, and tho military men insist that they 
have completed their plans- to drive tho 
insurgents out of this province, and they 
seem to pay little or no attention to tho 
movements of the enemy about Habana, 
relying upon the strong garrison, power- 
ful forts and tlio warships to defuut any 
attempt to make a dash into this city. 


Regarding tbe rumor that the insur- 


gents have planned to explode bombs nnd 
start fires in several parts of this city upon 
a given signal, as acion as the insurgents 
are near enough to Habtinn. for'them to be 
in position of making a dnsh for the capi- 
tal, the authorities say that steps to de- 
feat any such movement have boeu taken 
for weeks past. 


They claim that the. streets of every 


part of this city are so thoroughly pa* 
trolled by day and by night that the au- 
thorities are in a position to uipsuchn 
conspiracy in the bud, and that at thu 
first signal of tin outbreak every strategic 
point will be occupied in overwhelming 
numbers by tho military who have been 
previously detailed for this purpose all 
over this district, and that, consequently, 
ib would be utterly impossible to causu 
any diversion of importance here iu favor 
of the insurgents.
